THE CITY MARSHAL WOUNDED. 


A ye Swindier—Claims Against Chite 
| Contested by That Government— 
No Rain in California— 
Other Items. —

FRESNO, Dec. 28.—(By the ‘Aspect 
ated Press.) At 6:10 o'clock this evening 
Chris Eyans, the notorious train-rob- 
ber, escaped from the County Jail. 
Deputy Sheriff Ben Scott was on duty, 
the regular night jailer Ben Merritt 
being absent. Scott went on at 5 
o'clock and found everything regular. 
About 5:30 p.m., Mrs. Evans, who had 
arrived in the morning from Visalia, 
came to the jail to see her Yusband. 
She went to the upper corridor where 
Evans was confined and they talked 
together for awhile: ) 

Shortly after 60 ‘clock a man came to 
“the “jail door with supper for Evins: 
Scott admitted him and let Evans out 
of the’ tanks into the open space be- 
.tween the upper corridor and the jail 
office. Scott locked the waiter in with 
Evans and his wife, after which ,he 
left them. Evans ate for awhile, when 
the waiter, whose name is Ed Morel, 
asked to be let out, as he wanted to 
leave. 

“TIT went up to the grated door,” said 
Scott, and unlocked it. I had no sooner 
done so than Morel pulled a six-shooter 
on me and ordered me to throw up my 
hands. I supposed he was joking, and 
did not obey. Just then Chris Evans 
stepped up and said: ‘That's right, Ben, 
put your hands up.’ I saw that they 
meant business then and as as I was 


told.- 

“Evans then demanded to be let out 
of the back door of the jail through 
the kitchen, but I told him I hadn't 
the keys, they were in the safe. They 
then said that they would go out at 
the front- door. Before leaving they 
searched me. They stated it was their 
intention to make me go with them 
and 1 protested. It was no use, how- 
ever, and I was marched out between 
them. Mrs. Evans was the only one in 
the jail besides myself and the prison- 
ers and Bvens and Morel. She remained 
+dehind, havimg apparently fallen intoa 
faint. 

“Evans allowed me to lock the doors 
of the jail behind us. I was marched 
to the M-street entrance to the court- 
house grounds by Evans and Morel. 
We cut across M street and went up 
Mariposa street. At the corner we 
met a man passing, and Evans ordered 
him to come along. The fellow saw 
what was passing and made tracks in 
another direction. Morel was somewhat 
in advance, and when we got to the 
Advent Church, corner of O and 
Mariposa ‘streets, I suddenly heard a 
shot. 

“Believing that I was fired upon, I 
started to run. Evans ordered me not 
to, but I broke, and coming down 
town, gave the alarm. I heard another 
shot while running away. While going 
toward the ‘church, that I mentioned, 
Evans told me that his wife had no- 
thing to do with his escape.”’ 

The shots heard by Scott were fired, 
undoubtedly by Evans, and one of 
thern struck City Marshal Morgan. 
The story of Scott, in some connec- 
tions, is undoubtedly. incorrect. he be- 
ing too greatly excited by the event 
to give a correct version. When Morel 
went ahead he came across City Mar- 
shal Morgan and W. M. Wyatt, a cap- 
italist, who were standing together 
talking a little east of the Mariposa- 
street entrance to the Advent Church. 
Morel. ordered them to hold up their 
hands, and they did so. He then took 
Morgan's pistol, and was turning his 
attention to Wyatt, when Morgan 
turned suddenly and caught Morel 
}about the ‘tvaist, Dinning his arms to 


his side. 

Morel struggled, ana yelled “Shoot 
the — — — Wyatt was about 
to take away Morel’s pistol, when 
Evans came up, and cried: “Let go 


that man, or I'll kill you!’ Morgan, 
seeing further resistance useless, was 
about to release Morel, when Evans 
fired, hitting Morgan in the right 
shoulder, inflicting a painful though 
not dangerous wound. 

Evans and his pal then attempted to 
get into a team near by, but the horses 
were frightened by the shots and

Morgan was 
meantime taken home, and is resting 
easy. He says that he has not the 
slightest doubt that it was Evans, 
and wot a footpad who shot him, as 
he remembers Evans's general appear- 
ance very well, and the man who shot 
him had a beard. 

Morgan is corroborated by Wyatt 
and Scott. therefore must have run 
away from his captors before the shots 
were fired. The escape has caused much 
excitement, and the officers have gone 
out in all directions to pursue the 
men. 

When Scott go back to jail, he found 
Mrs. Evans in a faint. She recovered 
from one fit, only to go into another. 
and, during the intervals of cdnscious- 
ness, stated that she had nothing to do 
with er husband's escape. She is very 
ill, am@ is under the care of a doctor. 
No one for a moment believes her 
statement, and she is accused on all 
hands of being in the scheme to liberate 
Evans. Hither she or Ed Morel brought 


inclined to think {t was Mrs. Evans. 

Of Morel little can be found out. 
8S. F. Cowan, proprietor of the Quimby 
House, on K_ street, said that about 
5 o’clock Morel came and wanted sup- 
per to take to th? jail as soon as pos- 
sible. He asked ‘what time the train 
left for the sout., and was told that 
it left at 5:45 p.r'} Cowan said to Mo- 
rel that if he war'\ed to catch the train 
he had better ibt wait for dinner. 
Morel said then thy t he would take din- 
ner up anyway. H->»> did not show himself 
much nor remai’ long, but said he 
would be back so--n. 

A few minutes later he came back 
and paid for the .inner, Cowan asked 
him who would Pring back the dishes, 
and he asked Cewan if he would not 
come after them. Cowan demurred to 
this and Morel said: “All right, I'll 
bring them back tomorrow.’ He took 
dinner and left.’ Morel worked for the 
proprietor of a merry-go-round last fall, 
but was discharged for stealing from 
his employer. 

He is also said to have served at San 
Quentin and his name appears on the 
jal. registér for a threatened offense. 
He was put in on September 22, and 
got out a few days later, paying a finé 


case. He is a small man of about 5 
feet in height, and has a very feminine 
appearance. What he has been doing 
here for a living cannot be ascertained 
now. 

Every officer in the city, whether 
municipal or county, immediately 
armed themselves heavily after the 
jail-break and went in pursuit. of the 
fugitives. 

Later.—Evans and Morel went in the 
direction of Centerville, and it is just 
now reported by telephone that a cart 
and horse without a driver and .sup- 
posed to be the one taken from Coch- 
ran, have at this moment arrived there, 
Bennie Cochran, one Of the Republican 
newspaper carreré- Mas returning 


and having a set’ of harness in it. 
Shortly after 6 o'clock, as he approached 
his father’s house at the corner of ''Q 
and Mono streets, two men..tanh up 
with pistols in their hands and said: 
“Get out of that cart and be d—n 
quick about it.” 

He made some show of resistance, 
and began to m for help, and his 
brother, Willard Cochran, ran out to see 
what was the matter, their father, E. 
C. Cachran, following. As Willard. ap- 
proached, Evans took two shots at him, 
and he got under cover. By this time, 
they had dispossessed the. boy of the 
cart, got in, and struck out in the di- 
rection of the main road to Center- 
ville. 


Young Scott, the jailer, is very much 


suspected. in the least of collusion with 
the robber, he is censured somewhat 
for not exercising greater vigilance. 
Soon after Evans's escape, a special 
train with a number of emote was 
sent to Sanger. 


CONTESTED CLAIMS. 


The Chilean Government Now Declines to 
Pay Shields and McKinstry. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—(By the 
Associated Press.) F. Alleyne Orr, at- 
torney for Patrick Shields and An- 
drew McKinstry, the sailors of the 
American steamer, Ke-wenaw, who were 
brutally beaten by the Chilean police 
in Valparaiso during the Baltimore 
riot in 1891, has received notice that 
the Chilean government will contest 
the effort’ to have the claims of Shields 
and McKinstry for damages settled by 
the. Arbitration Commission, on the 
ground that Shields and McKinstry are 
not American citizens. 

Minister Egan, while negotiating with 
the Chilean government for the treaty 
of 1892; under which the claims for 
damages were to be settled by an arbi- 
tration commission, reported to Secre- 
tary of State Foster that he had asked 
if it would be necessary to insert a 
special clause in the convention to in- 
clude this case. Egan says that the 
Minister and also the sub-Secretary of 
the Ministry of Foreign Relations as-., 
sured him that it was not necessary; 
that no question would be raised in 
this point, and that the rights of 
Shields as an American citizen would 
be admitted by Chile before the arbitra- 
tion, tribunal. 

Shields's claim was for $100,000, and 
MecKinstry'’s for $25,000. Considering 
these statements of the Chilean offi- 
cials to Minister Egan, the action of 
the Chilean government at this late 
day in entering a plea that Shields is 
not an American citizen, and that his 
ease therefore cannot come before the 
Arbitration Commission, has caused 
great surprise here

Wholesale Transactions of an Alleged Agent 
of a ‘Frisco Firm. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—(By the 
Associated Press.)

Yellow Fever and Heavy 
Shot 


Are Playing Havoc With Citizens 
of Rio, 


That Much-heralded Naval Battle 
Delayed. 


It is Expected to Settle the 
Rebellion. 


Michael Davitt Replies to Chicago Accusa- 
tions—Gladstone and the Unemployed. 
A British Warship in a Gale. 
Runyon at Berlin.

BUENOS AYRES, Dec. 28.—(By Ca- 
ble and Associated Press.) Following 
the news that yellow fever has broken 
out at Rid, comes the information that 
the bombardment of the city and forts 
continues, and that the forces of both 
parties are determined to bring mat- 
ters to a termination. The fire of the 
rebel warships upon the forts is said 
to have resulted in killing a number 
of the defenders of the fortifications. 
_iIt_is said that several people have 
been killed in the streefs of Rio, and 
that the people of the city are so panic- 
striken that all the stores are closed 
and business is practically at a stand- 
still. It is reported that a battle at 
sea between the rebel shipsand Peixot- 
to’s cruisers may be soon expected, 
and that upon this engagement will 
depend the fate of the rebellion. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—A_ telegram 
from Rio says there was fierce fighting 
todtly betwden the rebel ficet and 
govefament forts at Nitheroy. The 
fire of the forts was so heavy that the 
Tam-. 
andare was forced to retire out of 
range, and is said to have been quite 


‘badly damaged. It is reported from 


Bage that the insurgents have been 
defeated in an engagement there, with 
the loss of several hundred. 

LATER ADVICES. 

‘NEW YORK, Dec. 28,—The Heraid’s 
St. Pierre, Martinque, Special says 
that the Brazilian cruiser America 
sailed last Friday from there for some 
port in Brazil. The submarine torpedo 
boat. Destroyer remains there to have 
her rudder repaired. 

‘The Herald's Montevideo advices say 
that Germany, by its firm stand, has 
nullified the action of DeGama in 
placing an embargo on commerce. The 
German warships protect all lighters 
flying the German flag. The British 
Consul has given notice that English 
warships will afford full protection to 
British ships, but will not interfere 
when they are tied up to wharves or if 
they remain at points where danger is 
apparent. 

A new manifesto has been issued by 
De Gama, which declares it. was a mis- 
take to assume that the first document’ 
he issued was intended for a declara- } 
tion of purpose to restore the monarchy. 
He only wants people to have an op- 
portunity to vote on the question and 
have it decided fairly. He says this 
document was suppressed by Peixotto. 


WVELLOW FEVER IN BRAZIL. 
An Epidemic of a Virulent Type Prevalent 
at Rio. | 


BUENOS AYRES, Dec. 28.—(By Ca- 
ble and Associated Press.) News is re- 
ceived from Rio de Janeiro that yellow 
fever has been added to the horrors of 
war; that five deaths have already oc- 
curred. The authorities are taking 
every precaution to prevent the spread 
of the disease, but are greatly ham- 
pered by the condition of the city con- 
fequent on the war. The fever is of 
the most virulent form, and is accom- 
panied by black vomit. 


THE MATABELE MASSACRE, 


Little Doubt that the Forces of Wilson and 
Barrow Perished. 

LONDON, Dec. 28.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) There seems to be 
little doubt of the correctness of the 
reports that the commands of Capts.’) 
Wilson and Barrow were cut to pieces 
by the followers of King Lobengula, 
though no official news to that effect 
has yet been received. 

CAPETOWN, Dec. 28.—There is no 
doubt that when Maj. Forbes left the 
Shangani River, Capt. Wilson and his 
party were very hard pressed, but re- 
inforcements have since been sent and 
it js hoped the two forces have ef- 
fected the junction. — 

The authorities here, in absence of 
news, believe the reports are without 
foundation. 


NO MATERIAL ASSISTANCE. 


A Deputation of Unemployed Englishmen 
Calls on Gladstone. 

LONDON, Dec. 28.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) A deputation from 
the unemployed was introduced today to 
Gladstone at his official residence by 
Prof. James Stuart. The deputation 
urged that light railways, similar to 
those in use and under course of con- 
struction in Ireland, be built by the 
government, in order to give employ- 
ment to many people now badly in 
need of work, and that vestries be 
furnished with sufficient financial as- 
sistance to enable them to deal with 
the unemployed people of the city. 

Gladstone said he had the fullest 
sympathy for the unemployed. The 
distress caused by want of work was 
not, he said, confined to London or 
Great Britain, but existed with greater 
intensity in other countries. The dep- 
utation appeared sanguine of the al- 
most. omnipotence of the government, 
but the latter could not go beyond the 
limits. Gladstone was in favor of the 
government becoming proprietors of 
railways. in order to control railway 


rates but the commission, which had 
the matter in charge, had _ decided 
against it. 

Regarding the suggestion as to the 
treatment of refuse, and thereby find- 
ing work for the unemployed, Glad- 
stone said experiments already made 
in that direction had not proved a suc- 
cess, but the government would fur- 
ther consider the question. The gov- 
ernment, however, could promise noth- 
ing beyond a full inquiry into all prac- 
tical suggestions. 


A WARSHIP IN A GALE, 


One of Britain's New Battie-ships Has a Fear- 
ful Experience. 

LONDON, Dec. 28.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) Admiral Deporsey 
sends to the Times a letter, received 
from an officer on board the British 
battle-ship Resolution, describing a 
fearful experience during a gale in the 
Bay of Biscay. Even in moderate 
weather the Resolution rolled forty- 
five degrees each way. She steamed 
slowly, keeping her head to the sea, 
knowing that any dev¥ation would 
break down the engines and capsize 
the ship. 

Next day, though the gale was mod- 
erating, and though the coal was run- 
ning short, she dared not turn, for 
fear of going down), but on the afternoon 
of December 21 the weather allowed an 
alteration of course, and the vessel was 
able to make for Queenstown. Every 
man on board felt throughly unsafe. 

Commenting on the letter Admiral 
Deporsey said there is no excuse for 
new iron ships being so constructively 
weak as to become dangerously 
strained and leaky in one gale. 

In the Commons, the Secretary to 
the Admiralty, replying to a question; 
saig the structure of the Resolution 
was not damaged, and the costs of 
repairs would only be $1750. 


AMERICANS AND ROYALTY. 


Ambassador and Mrs. Runyon Received by 
the Empress of Germany. 

BERLIN, Dec, 28.—(By Cable and As- 

sociated Press.) The Empress of Ger- 


Ambassador Theodore Runyon and Mrs. 
Runyon, 

The Ambassador and those who ac- 
companied him were ushered into the 
marble hall by Count von Mirbach 
and were presented to the Empress by 
Countess von Brookdorf, first lady in 
waiting. The Empress was dressed in 
a rich blue silk, and cordially shook 
hands with Mr. and Mrs. Runyon. 
Later the United States Ambassador 
presented his staff and a conversation, 
which lasted ten minutes and was con- 
ducted in English, took plece’ between 
the Empress and the visitors. 


This was the first State _re- 
ception accorded an American Am- 
bassador’s wife. The wives of Minis- 
ters 


are usually presented by Lady 
Doynne, of the diplomatic corps. Mrs. 
Runyon, after leaving. the. palace, said 
she was delighted with the amiability 
of the Empress, and the party were 
highly pleased with the gracious man- 
ner in which they had been welcomed. 


THE BOURSE REGULATIONS. 


Provisions For Punishing Dealers Inciting to 
S peculation. 

LONDON, Dec. 28.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) A Berlin dispatch to 
the News says that the report of the 
government committee appointed to 
reform the Bourse regulations, has 
been published, and is likely to produce 
a strong impression upon the Bourse.

THE COUGHLIN CASE 


A Mysterious Female and 
a Juror. 


A. Suspicion That an ‘Attempt 
Might Be Made 


To Influence a Decision in the Pro- 
ceedings. 


Testimony Relative to the Carlson Cottage— 
Michael Davitt Writes a Letter— 
He Replies to Certain 
Allegations.

CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) In the Coughlin trial, to- 
day, Jonas Carlson, who owned the cot- 
tage in which Cronin was murdered, 
was put on the stand to prove the con- 
nection of Martin Burke with the con- 
spiracy, but nothing beyond what was 
brought out in the former trial was 
elicited. 

It was reported this afternoon that 
a juror, whose name is withheld, ob- 
served a mysterious woman, who daily 
attends the trial apparently endeavor- 
ing to communicate with him and the 
State’s Attorney, has taken means to 
keep the woman from the courtroom, 
and a watch has been placed over her. 


MICHAEL DA DAVITT HOT. 


The Land Leaguer Re Replies to Allusions of 
Chicago Papers. 

LONDON, Dec, 28.—(Copyrighted 1893, 
by Cable and Associated Press.) In re- 
ply to a dispatch sent to Michael Davitt 
on December 24, addressed to Land 
League Cottage, the following letter 
was received today, dated Bally Brach, 
County Dublin, December 27:. 

“T am obliged to Melville E. Stone, 
general manager of the Associated 
Press, for asking me to reply through 
the Associated Press to statements 
made in some Chicago papers, alleging 
that I had advised the removal of Dr. 
Cronin. I can only answer that it 
would be just as true to charge me 
with having advised the removal of 
Julius Caesar or Abraham Lincoln. I 
never even heard of Dr. Cronin’s name 
or existence until the spy, Le Caron, 
spoke of him at the Parnell commis- 
sion hearings, and the news of the 
brutal murder came to Europe. 

“The further allegation that I wrote 
a letter to Detective Coughlin at that 
or any other time is without a shadow 
of foundation, as I neither knew him 
or of him, or wrote to him directly 
or indirectly, or have I been written to 
by him or anybody on his behalf in my 
life. The whole story is a monstrous 
fabrication from beginning to end, and 
must emanate from some madman or 
perhaps some interested knave who 


‘wishes to satisfy some feeling of malig- 


nity in coupling my name with the 
commission of so foul and cowardly a 
crime. 

“I am reluctantly compelled to say, 
in connection with this infamous slan- 
der, that the press of America is the 
only press in the civilized world today, 
through which ruffianly attempts, like 
this, at the moral assassination of pub- 
lic men.can be made with impunity.

CLOSING ARGUMENT. 


The Prendergast Case Now Rapidly Reaching 
a Conclusion. « 


CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—(By the Assorl-- 


ated Press.) The closing arguments for 
the defense and for the prosecution in 
the Prendergast trial for the murder 
of Mayor Harrison were made today. 
“IT was not animated by malice; I 
swear before high heaven I was not. 
You are my murderer, if I die.’’ This 
was the language with which Prender- 
gast interrupted Attorney Trude while 
making argument for the prosecution. 
As the assassin spoke Trude turned 
nt tq account by asking: “Is 
he in now?’ Trude said that even 
men accused of crime resented the act 
of Prendergast, and the prisoner broke 
in with: “Yes, they are friends of 
Harrison whom he pardoned out of 
Bridewell.”” The prisoner interrupted 
Trude on several other occasions. Fi- 
nally the court told him to be quiet, 
and he subsided. It is expected the

Death of Mrs. Vawter—Park Prospects—Ma- 
sonic Installation—Notes. 

Mrs. W. D. Vawter died at the fam- 
ily residence on Fourth street, Santa 
Monica, at 3 o'clock Wednesday, De- 
cember 27, aged 74 years. The funeral 
will occur from the residence at 10 
o’clock Friday, December 29, under con- 
duct of Rev. J. O. Jennings. . 

Charlotte A. Knowlton was a native 
of Massachustetts, her family being 
prominent in Boston and Worcester so- 
cial and business circles. At the age of 
14 she moved to Indiana, of which 
State she was a resident for upward of 
forty years. She was married to W. 
D. Vawter at Oxford, ‘O., in 1852, and 
with him came to Santa Monica in 
1875. Mr. Vawter’s has been amon 
the foremost names of Santa Monica’ 
business men since that time, and the 
deceased had been an active and 
widely-known member of society. She 
was a life-long member of the Pres- 
byterian church, earnest and consist- 
ent to the end. As wife and mother she 
neglected no duty, and leaves the bene- 
diction of a long life well spent as 
her richest legacy to the six children 
who survive her. She will be sincerely 
mourned by a wide circle of friends. 

The communication by H. Rowland 
Lee to the Trustees, and by that body 
laid by for future action, related to the 
city parks, and contains valuable sug- 
gestions.

The 
question of title to the parks having 
finally been determined in the town’s 
favor it would seem that the time 
is ripe for making the tracts what they 
were originally designed for, attractive 
features of the place. The further fact 
that there is about $1100 now on hand 
to the credit of the park fund lends ad- 
ditional weight to'this view. The mat- 
ter will undoubtedly be taken in hand 
by the board at an early day,

Textbooks to Be Revised at a Meeting at 
Los Angeles. 

STOCKTON, Dec. 28.—(By the Asso- 
clated Press.) The State Teachers’ As- 
sociation today listened to addresses by 
F. H. Short of Fresno, Frances W. 
Lewis of Redlands, Mrs. K. R. Fisher 
of Oakland and Irving Stringham of 
Berkeley, and tonight heard a lecture 
by Henry Highton ef San Francisco. 

The State board, with all members 
present except Gov, Markham, decided 
to have the State jlangtage books re- 
written, as the present series is not sat- 
isfactory. Mrs. I lle Pierce, wife of 
a member of the rd, was chosen to 
do the constructi work under the 
supervision of a c@rps of editors. She 
is authorized to get copyrighted matter 
and seek the assistance of the best 
writers. The manuscript must be com- 
pleted by January, 186.

TRAIN-ROBBER’ S PERQUISITES. 


Judicial Decision Limiting a Railroad Com- 
pany’s Responsibility to Passengers. 

SEATTLE, Dec. 28.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Important points of law 
were decided by Judge Hanford in the 
United States Court today, in the case 
of Henry F. Guimaras against the 
Northern Pacific Railroad for $25,000 
damages for the fright and shock sus- 
tained by his wife, and for the loss of 
$675 in cash and valuables in the train- 
af at Hot Springs on November 
18, 1 

The judge instructed the jury that 
the company was not liable for the loss 
of more money than was necessary for 
traveling expenses, or than a prudent 
man would carry with him when he had 
other means of safely bestowing it. 
He also ruled that while the railroad 
company must care for the safety of 
passengers, it can be called = upon 
to insure them against loss by robbers 
nor to carry force enough to repel 
the robbers. On these instructions the 
jury found for the defendants. 


HE BLAZED AWAY. 


A Stranger A Two Men at Sacramento 
With Apparent Cause. 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 28. —(By the 
Associated Press.) Early this morning, 
@ man, whose name is not known, shot 
Charles Berg and sent two bullets after 
John Kemp, apparently without the 
slightest provocation. 

The three men had been drinking 
together, and the stranger, who did 
the shooting, persuaded Berg and 
Kemp to accompany him up the street 
when he left the saloon. Upon arriv- 
ing in front of the lodging-house, where 
the stranger said he lived, he pulled 
out a pistol and commenced shooting. 

One bullet grazed Kemp’s head, cut- 
ting a hole in his hat; another took 
effect in Berg’s head, and another in 
the abdomen.

MERELY A FEINT. 


Petitions Filed for an A. and P. 
Receiver. 


More Roads Go Anto the Hands of Receivers— 
The Northern Pecific Employees Do Not 
Want to Strike—One of Mr. 
Huntington’s Roads. 


The representatives of all the Los 
Angeles roads have again gone to San 
Francisco to wrangle over that dispute 
about lumber rates by boat and rail. 
The fight among dealers in Southern 
California is still on, and the Southern 
Pacific is accused by the other roads 
running between Los Angeles and the 
seaports, with cutting established rates 
and thus giving the San Pedro and 
Santa Monica shippers an advantage 
over Redondo, Kast San Pedro and 
Newport. The Southern Pacific is 
asked to concede several points which 
that company is disinclined tv do, and 
yet the other roads seem to still hope 
on. Uutil the roads can come to an 
agreement on the rate question the 
lumber men will continue to war, and 
the lumber-buyfng public will profit by 
the demoralization. 
ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC RECEIVERS 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Dec. 28.—(By the 
Agsociated Press.) Arthur Dudley Vin- 
ton, attorney of the Prescott and Ari- 


zona Central Railroad, today filed a 
petition for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the Atlantic and Pacific 


Railroad, The petition is very volumin- 
oug, and consists mostly of a recital of 
numerous suits which he has instituted 
against the Atlantic and Pacific Com- 
pany on behalf of the road which he 
represents, which quit business three 
months ago. The petitioner incorpo- 
rates his disapproval of the appoint- 
ment of Reinhart and McCook as re- 
ceivers of the Atchison company. Be- 
yond filing, no action was taken on the 
petition. 
ROUGH ON RECEIVER REINHART. 
LONDON, Dec. 28.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The English press is 
severe on what it calls the misleading 
statements of President Reinhart of 
the Atchison railroad system as to the 
position of that company as cabled to 
London. It is claimed these alleged 
misleading statements were made after 
all arrangements for filing the bill for 
a receiver had been completed, and it 
is asserted that the affair destroys the 


last vestiges of confidence which ‘ En- 
glish investors might. have had in 
American railroads. 

TO OUST RECEIVERS. 

MILWAUKEB, Dec. 28—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) A petition on behalf 
of the stockholders of the Northern 
Pacific road for removal of the present 
receivers, a summary of which was sent 
in these dispatches late last night, was 
filed in the Federal courts here by 
General Counsel Pettit of that road 
this afternoon. 

WILL PRESENT A STATEMENT. 

ST. PAUL, Dec. 28.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) A committee of the 
Northern Pacific employees called on 
Receiver Oakes shortely afted 11 o’cock 
to see if some arrangement could not 
be reached regarding the proposed cut 
in wages, instead of applying to the 
courts in the matter. It was finally ar- 
ranged that the men should present a 
written statement. This will be pre- 
sented tomorrow morning. 

A MISMANAGED ROAD. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The papers on which a 
temporary receiver was granted for 
the New York and New England road 
set forth that the road is hopelessly in- 
solvent; that it has been operated at 
an increasing loss every year; that the 
actual deficiency is now more than 
$1,500,000; that in 1892 it paid unearned 
dividends; that the road is in a@ poor 
condition physically; that it is unsafe; 
that the directors managed it in en- 
tite disregard of the interests of stock- 
holders, and for the furtherance of the 
private interest of certain directors, 
instancing a number of transactions in 
the way of leasing lines, breaking 
agreements, etc. 

WANT NEW RECEIVERS. 

BOSTON, Dec. 28—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The counsel for the New 
York and New England road sought 
to apply for a receiver in the United 
States Circuit Court here, but Judge 
Call is ill, and Judge Nelson, of the 
District Court, refused to act. The ap- 
plicant then left for Providence, to ap- 
ply to Judge Carpenter. 

RECEIVER FOR A HUNTINGTON 
ROAD. 

NASHVILLE (Tenn.,) Dec. 28.—(By 
the Associated Press.) John Echols 
and St. John Boyle have been ap- 
pointed receivers of the Chesapeake, 
Ohio and Southwestern Railroad. The 
appointment was agreed to by C. P. 
Huntington’s attorneys. 

LOCOMOTIVE ENGINEERS. 

CLEVELAND, Dec. 28.—(By the As- 
sociated Press’) Writs were served to- 
day upon Chief Arthur and other na- 
tional officers of the Brotherhood of 


‘Locomotive Engineers from the United 


States Circuit Court for the Eastern 
District of Wisconsin, enjoining them 
and the order from interfering with the 
operation of the Northern Pacific. Chief 
Arthur declared this action was a sur- 
prise to him, as the brotherhood had 
taken no action in the troubles on the 
road, and supposed it to be merely pre- 
cautionary. 
SCRAP HEAP. 

A Santa Fe excursion which arrived 
yesterday brought from the East sixty- 
four passengers.

STATES AND THE SUFFRAGE. 


The women of Colorado were recently 
enfranchised by the vote of that State, 
commenting upon which fact a number 
of papers Have stated that these women 
cannot have a ballot for members to 
Congress and for President. This is 
not the case. There is no restriction 
in the Federal Constitution on State 
control of the suffrage except that con- 
tained in the Fifteenth Amendment for- 
bidding the abridgement of the right to 
vote on account of race, color or pre- 
vious condition of servitude. The quali- 


- fications of electors for Congress are de- 


clared to be thosé which the States 
shall fix for voting for the most numer- 
ous branch of the State Legislature. 
Quite a number of Western States give 
suffrage to aliens who have declared 
théfr intention to become citizens. Thus 
thousands of votes have been cast for 
Congress and for President by men 
who are not citizens of this country. 

With regard to electors for President 
and Vice-President still greater power 
is left to the States. The Constitution 
says that electors shall be chosen in 
such manner as the Legislature shall 
prescribe. In some of the States at 
first electors were chosen by the Legis- 
lature itself, and there was no popular 
vote for President. South Carolina con- 
tinued the undemocratic practice until 
its reconstruction after the suppression 
of the rebellion. It is, therefore, pos- 
sible at any time for the Legislature 
of any State to give women the suffrage 
for Presidential electors, As the power 
is left to the Legislatures of the States, 
it is very doubtful whether a State 
constitution giving the Governor a veto 
power would apply to such an extension 
of the suffrage by the Legislature. In 
New Jersey women who owned prop- 
eriy voted in 1804. 

Commenting upon the power which 
the States in this direction 
the American Cultivator of Boston says: 

“It is somewhat curious that the 
power of the Legislature ‘to extend 
suffrage in votes for Presidential elec- 
tors has not been: made use of before 
now. In quite a number of elections 
the extension of suffrage to women by 
certain States would have been suffi- 
cient to turn the scale the other way. 
Had even one Southern State (Louisi- 
ena or Florida) extended suffrage in 
1876 to women who could read and write 
or who owned property there would 
have been no doubt of Samuel J. 
Tilden’s election to the Presidency when 
he ran against Rutherford B. Hayes. 
It would not have been a discrimina- 
tion affecting race or color, and 
therefore, would not have been in vio- 
lation of the Fifteenth Amendment. 
Women who could read and write who 
owned property would have the ballot, 
while those whorhad not these quali- 
have been disfranchised. 
In fact, thousands of white women 
might have voted while very few 
negro women could at that time do so. 
That, too, would have been a strong 
incentive to women, whether white or 
black, to require education as the 
means of securing political rights. We 
thall be surprised if before .1896 one 
party “or the other -does not take ad- 
Vantage of its power under the 
stitution to extend suffrage in some one 
of the States to women, so as to in- 
Sure its control of the Presidential 
electors from that State.”

iature of the great Chicago Ferris 
wheel, to be sixteen feet in diameter

This is a feature which is sure to be 
much talked about by visitors, and the 
enterprisa of the Porterville people 
will certainly meet with liberal reward. 
We mention this fact in order to em- 
phasize our previous warnings that if 
the producers of this section desire to 
hold their own in their chosen field at 
the Midwinter Fair they must be up 
and doing, and, above all, must not un- 
derestimate the strength of their com- 
petitors. 

In this connection it may be men- 
tioned that Mr. Craw, of the State 
Roard of Horticulture, will be in Log 
Angeles this week for the purpose of 
gathering choice specimens of fruft for 
exhibition at the fair. A large quantity 
of any variety is not desired. What is 
needed is a selection of the very 
choicest products that can be raised in 
this section. Southern California fruit- 
growers and all others who are inter- 
ested in the progress of this section 
should take hold with a will and do 
their best to make our horticultural 
display at the Midwinter Fair so far 
superior to that of any other section 
as to be practically beyond compari- 
son, 


A dispatch from Berlin states that 
for the first time in the history of 
German Socialists, students in the five 
leading universities have publicly de- 
clared their sentiments by sending an 
address to the International Congress. 


This shows how widely the Socialist 
feeling has spread throughout the 
Fatherland. At the same time it 
should be remembered that these 


Euré6pean Socialists are not such desper- 
ate characters as some people in this 
country imagine. They should not be 
confougded with the Anarchists. In 
fact, many of these European Social- 
ists do, not ask more than is conceded 
by the Constitution of this country to 
every American citizen, Viewed from 
the standpoint of a monarchy they are, 
however, of course, a dangerous class 
of people who must be suppressed at 
any cost. 


The Swiss grape cure is a very pop- 
ular remedy for many forms of dis- 
eases, and is annually practiced by 
thousands in various parts of Switzer- 
land. Of late years doctors have been 
puzzled by noticing that persons who 
have taken the cure have shown symp- 
toms of poison, of which no explanation 
could be given. A recent severe case 
of this kind was thoroughly investi- 
gated, and it was found that the symp- 
toms arose from the fact that the 
grapes had been liberally = sprinkled 
with sulphur. Sulphur is also used 
largely on California grapes, to pre- 
vent mildew. Those who are in the 
habit of consuming large quantities 
of this fruit, would do well to see that 
they are first thoroughly washed. 


The limit of profitable.size in vessels 
has been reached in the largest that 
have been lately built. Such, at least, 
is the opinion of Charles H, Cramp, the 
Philadelphia ship-builder. If vessels 
are made much deeper they cannot 
enter New York harbor. If longer, it 
will he hard to make them strong 
enough to be seaworthy. The strain 
of weight on a long vessel between two 
waves is enormous. Mr. Cramp says

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


LOS ANGELES THEATER. — “Ad- 
mitted to the Bar,’’ the play presented 
at this house last night by Charles 
Dickson, is a strong, clear-cut drama of 
today. Its situations are natural and 
consistent, many of them strikingly 
dramatic, and it contains some powerful 
bits of pathos, especially in the scene 
in the seoond act in which the heir to 
the Bailey estate is presented before 
his mother (although she is not known 
to him as such) in the drawing-room 
of the Yarnelle mansion. It is as neat 
a situation and as innately pathetic as 
has been worked out in an American 
play for a long time. It depends not 
so much upon the playing of the people 
in the scene, although all of them are 
clever and artistic, as it is natural 
strength as disclosed by the working 
out of the story. This shows play- 
writing with brains, and the authors 
of ‘“‘Admitted to the Bar’’ disclose that 
they are possessed of those scarce but 
valuable organs in the human anatomy. 
There is a distinct California atmos- 
phere in ‘Admitted to the Bar,’’ not 
only because of some of our cause 
celebres that are reminiscent in it, but 
because of its localities and the breezi- 
ness with which it is written. 

Its story. would never have been 
written, probably, had there been no 
Blythe or Jessup cases, and yet, as the 
assayist says, “there is only a _ trace”’ 
of those famous litigations in it. Driefly 
told it is this: Helen Yarnelle is the 
wife of a famous San Francisco law- 
yer, but before her marriage had given 
birth to a son, his father being one 
James Bailey, who died in Central 
America, leaving this son, who is but 
a waif of the streets, as his heir. An 
impostor appears upon the scene as 
Chester Bailey, his brother, and claims 
the estate, einploying Mr. Yarnelle as 
his lawyer. Jefferson Ward (Mr. Dick- 
son) is employed in Mr. Yarnelle’s office 
and has just been admitted tothe bar, 
He meéts and befriends a boy known 
as “Jimmy,” and secures him employ- 
ment in Mr. Yarnelle’s office. This boy, 
it transpires, is the heir to the Bailey 
estate, but the fact is not disclosed 
until, through Mrs. Yarnelle’s friend, 
Dora Macready (a widow who has a lit- 
tle lovescape of her own on hand, by. the 
way,) the former lady reveals her guilt 
to young Ward in endeavoring to find 
out the whereabouts of her son. Law- 
yer Yarnelle has a daughter, Jessie, 
with whom the young attorney, Ward, 


is in love, and she with him, .but the. 


pretended Chester Bailey is likewise 
enamoured of the young lady, and 
makes himself out several kinds of a 
villain in the working out of the plot. 
The strong point of this play is that, 
while the fact that Mrs. Yarnelle is 
the mother of the heir to the Bailey 
estate is frequently on the point of 
being disclosed, it never is, and ex- 
cept to four people she is never known 
as other than the proud wife of an 
honored man. AS may be presumed, 
the plot gives some fine opportunities 
for intelligent acting, and Mr. Dick- 
son’s company is equal to the work. 
That gentleman himself improves 
greatly from year to year, and he 
makes a ten-strike in his new play. He 
has an easy, quiet method, and a 
stage presence that is essentially pleas- 
ing. As the young lawyer, Jefferson 
Ward, he is a keen, clear-headed, 
brainy fellow, one would like to know, 
a manly, generous fellow that can fight 
or can love as the occasion demands. 
As has been said, his company is a 
strong one, Lililan Burkhart, as Jessie, 
and Margaret Fitzpatrick, as Helen 
Yarnelle, being especially clever. The 
piece contains some fine touches of 
comedy, and, all in all, is one of the 
brightest modern-day dramas that has 
been -presented here for a long time. 

Tonight Mr. Dickson will present for 
the first time on any stage, a play 
called *“*The Bridegroom,’ by an author 
whose identity is as yet in obscurity.

HEALING BY FAITH 


Work of the ‘Praying 
Evangelist.”’ 
His Opening Services in Tem- 
perance Temple Hall. 


Greeted by Large Numbers of the 
Afflicted. 


A Long Sermon, but No Cures Effected—A 
Faithful Effort on Both Sides, 
but Without Material 
Results. 


The first of a series of revival services 
for gospel salvation and the healing 
of the sick was held yesterday after- 
noon at Temperance Temple Hall, the 
sermon, the prayers for healing, and 
the laying on of hands being by Lev. 
F. Warnon, the “praying evangelist.” 

The floor and galleries were densely 

packed, even at an early hour, and the 
great audience comprised those of all 
classes and conditions. Some were the 
rebust and well-to-do of the commun- 
ity; more were misshapen, dragged 
down by infirmities, crippled, hollow- 
cheeked and hollow-eyed, deaf, dumb 
and plind. It was a pitiable sight to 
see some weary creatures pulling them- 
selves by dint of much exertion to the 
nearest vantage point from which they 
might seek and perchance receive the 
healing they craved. 
» At 2:30 o’clock, a service 
consisting of familiar hymns, was 
opened by Rev. W. ©. Stevens, pastor 
of the Gospel Tabernacle, Church. The 
great number in attendance were able 
to render these with much power and 
fervor, kindling a sort of inspiration 
that increased with thrilling effect as 
the music continued. Mr. Stevens, at 
intervals, emphasized the words of the 
hymns, taking up their burden as a 
refrain and quoting it repeatedly; and 
to this the muititude added their 
“amens” and “hallefujahs,’’ until re- 
ligious frenzy seemed at a white heat. 
At this juncture a nervous sister in the 
rear of the house was suddenly lifted 
into elation of spirit, and commenced 
shouting “glory,”’ in a rapidly-increas- 
ing crescendo, until, after some dozen 
or more repetitions, the pastor quietly 
entreated her to desist, and requested 
that all excitement be suppressed, and 
that the work of the Lord be allowed 
to abide peacefully in the soul. 

At the request of Mr. Warnon gospel 
texts were then called for, from which 
to choose the subject of discourse. So 
large a number were quoted that the 
matter of choice seemed likely to prove 
confusing, when suddenly the evangel- 
ist leaped from his seat, with the air 
of one who had been waiting for an 
expected revelation, and exclaimed, in 
a loud voice, “That's it! That’s the 
text!” repeating the words just given 
by a colored brother in the gallery: 
“God so loved the world that He gave 
His only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in Him should not perish, but 

everlasting life.” 
5 Warnon claims to be an inspira- 
tional speaker. His words came with 
a certain flow that may have been 
“spontaneous,” or the result of ‘re- 
peated deliveries from the same text; 
if his gestures and attitudes are in- 
spirational, they could be improved 
upon by a course of instruction on the 
material plane. Some of the latter 
were scarcely less torturing to witness 
than the physical deformities of the 
poor beings waiting patiently for the 
inspirational flow to cease that they 
might feel the divine touch through hu- 
man instrumentdlity. 

The sermon was a long one; how long. 
probably only those fully realized who 
had drawn themselves forth with all 
their burden of disabilities and suffer- 
ings. At its close an invitation was 
given for a “half-dozen” to go forward 
prove the efficacy of divine healing. 
Previous to this test, great stress Was 
laid upon belief in the infallibilty of 
the word of God: upon looking to the 
Lord as the healer, and forgetting the 
human instrumentality through which 
healing may be accomplished; and upon 
perfect resignation to the will of the 
Lord in case He should see fit to not 
work healing in these individual cases. 
From fifteen to twenty’ then pressed 
eagerly forward, stated their ailments. 
gave their names to be recorded, and 
were prayed with and for, both with 
and. without the laying on of hands. 
These cases were nearly all of deafness, 
more or less aggravated, although a 
few were sufferers from consumption, 
espinal trouble, and other distressing 
diseases. 

A faithful and concentrated effort 
seemed to be made, both on the part 
of the instrument of healing and the 
patients, to believe that ‘‘cures,”’ or at 
least ‘“‘henefits,” had been wrought; 
yet, it must be confessed that almost 
without’ exception hardly a perceptible 
improvement could be discerned, even 
by the most sanguine and expectant. 
It was stated, however, that at tonight’s 
meeting, which will be the real opening 
of the services, far greater blessings 
are looked for, and that conditions for 
receiving help will be much more fa- 
vorable in many particulars.

COMMITTEES MEET. . 


Preparations for the Coming Fair 
Being Hastened. 


The Hotel Association Will Make an Exhibit 
in the Southern California Building 
at the Sunset City—Citrus 
Fruit Premiums. 


There was a meeting of the several 
committees having in charge the work 
of preparing for the coming Citrus Fair 
held yesterday morning in the rooms of 
the Chamber of Commerce, C. E. 
Beams acting as chairman. 

The principal work done was in con- 
nection with the report of the Com- 
mittee on Rules and Premium List. 
The amount available for use in pr 
viding premiums was found to be $2500 
and upon that basis a list of awards 
was formulated as follows: Product of 
the orange, $50; citron of commerce, $10 
and $5; olive oil, $15; guavas, $10; guava 
jelly, $10. It was also provided that $350 
should be given on all varieties of the 
orange and $50 as special premium. 
with $45 for miscellaneous semi-tropic 
fruits. 

A motion was made and carried that 
the counties of Los Angeles, San Ber- 
nardino and Riverside select ten judges 
each and ten alternates, the remainder 
of the Southerr California counties to 
select five each. 


ALMOST COMPLETED. 


The Midwinter Fair Committee Has All Ar- 
rangements Well Advanced. 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Midwinter Fair Association met 
with Messrs. Foster, Newberry, Slau- 
son, Young and Stimson present, 

After the reading of the minutes 
Messrs. Bilicke and Lynch were given 
the attention of the committee. Mr. 
Lynch stated that, representing with 
Mr. Bilicke, the hotels of Southern Cali- 
fornia, he desired to outline the plan 
proposed by those in his line of busi- 
ness to advertise in a judicious and at- 
tractive way the hotels of this part 
of the country. Mr. Forman, he said, 
had allotted them a certain portion of 
space, subject to the approval of the 
committee, in the Southern California 
building. 

Mr. Young moved that a space of 
30x50 feet be granted in the Southern 
California building, as asked for. The 
motion was carried. 

In the matter of assistants about the 
building, Mr. Young thought that seven 
persons would be necessary, all of 
whom should be under the control of 
the superintendent, the salaries to be 
$40 per gnonth. It was so ordered. 

Secretary, Willard was appointed as 
one to take charge of the matter of 
transportation of representatives from 
Southern California. 

Charles Silent, who has just returned 
from San Francisco, gave Obrief 
resume of the progress made on the 
fair grounds. The Southern California 
building, he believed, would not be 
ready to receive exhibits yet for some 
little time to come. 

In regard to shipping arrangements, 
it was thought best to leave the whole 
matter to the counties themselves 
rather than have an appointed shipping 
clerk in Los Angeles to handle the 
whole business. 

Mr. Young said that in behalf of San 


Diego county he would state that his | 


people would prefer to do their own 
shipping alone, as they would be ob- 
liged to use the water route owing to 
the high freight rail rate, 

The secretary was instructed to notify 
all eounties that they would be ex- 
pected to pay in their second assess- 
ment of 25 per cent. on or before Janu- 
ary 2, as agreed upon. 

On motion of Mr. Young, Superin- 
tendent Wiggins Was authorized to ex- 
pend amounts necessary to install ex- 
hibits in the galleries of the building. 

Prof. Keyes was appointed chairman 
of the Committee on Educational Ex- 
hibits. 

The master of decoration was re- 
ferred to the superintendent and the 
sub-Executive Committee.

THE CARE THEY HAD 


Attention Given County 
Hospital Patients. 


The Hagan Investigation Before 
the County Solons. 


The Testimony for the Prosecution 
Almost Completed. ; 


A Former British Tar Who Used Up His Al- 
lowance and Then Got Sick-- Medical 
Opinion Regarding Communi. 
cation of Diphtheria. 


The investigation in the County Hos- 
pital case was resumed before the 
full Board of Supervisors yesterday 
morning. There was a roomfull of 
Spectators. 

Attorney Dillon offered in evidence 
the findings of the Coroner's jury, in 
the case of John Kavanaugh. who 
died at the hospital. The verdict was 
that the deceased came to his death by 
an overdose of atropine, taken’ by 
his own hand by mistake, and through 
no fault of the hospital physicians. 
There was no objection, and the find- 
ings were admitted in evidence, 

Edgar F. Wilson, a plumber, testi- 
fied that last summer, while doing 
some plumbing at the County Hos- 
pital, and when near the deadhouse, 
he saw some small pieces of what he 
was told was human liver. From ap- 
pearances he thought the pieces, which 
were then on the ground, had been 
thrown out in some water. 

Grace Lunt, a young woman about 
20 years of age, testified that she was 
employed at the house of Mr. Cortel- 
you, on Eleventh street, when she was 
taken with diphtheria and was taken 
to the County Hospital, where she 
staid for four days. She asked if she 
could not stay longer and rest, but 
was told by Mrs. Hagan that the hos- 
pital was not a place for people to 
rest, but for sick people to stay. On 
the day she left the institution, she 
was wrapped in a blanket and carried 
to the bathroom. At the same time 
her clothes were disinfected, and after 
coming from the bath she was carried 
to a street car and from there went 
to Mr. Cortelyou’s office. Soon after- 
ward she went to Mr. Cortelyou’s 
house, and a few days afterward three 
out of six of the children of the fam- 
ily was taken sick with diphtheria and 
died from it. 

Cross-examined, witness admitted 
that there was a case of diphtheria in 
a house on Tenth street, but a short 
distance from the house of Mr. Corx- 
telyou. She was confined to her bed 
but two days, and the rest of the time 
she was able to be up and about, 
although weak. The people were pleas- 
ant to her while she was in the hos- 
pital. The reason they gave her for 
not keeping her there longer, was that 
she had recovered from being sick. 
When she returned to Mrs. Cortelyou’s, 
that lady was fearful about her re- 
maining, and she went to the house 
of a lady on Boyle Heights, but after- 
Ward returned to Mrs. Cortelyou's 
house. 
George Hamilton of Alhambra testi- 
fied that he entered the hospital at 10 
o'clock, one night, in November. He 


| was then stopping at a room on Spring 


Street, and had throat trouble. The 
County Hospital authorities were noti- 
fied, and about twenty minutes after- 
warde Dr. Parsons came after him. 
While in the institution he was: visited 
by that physician twice per day. He 
saw Dr. Hagan rarely. Dr. Parsons, he 
thought, treated him exceptionally well 
although, possibly he (Parsons) was a 
little harsh the last one or two. days 
he was there. He thought this was be- 
cause the hospital was becoming 
crowded. Considering the character of 
the place, witness thought the service 
was good except in the matter of hot 
water. 

Upen cross-examination witness told 
of the food he had at two of the differ- 
ent tables. Asked as to what time he 
entered the English navy and where he 
enlisted, witness said he did not pro- 
pose to answer the question. It was 
about something that did not concern 
the case, and if the people here 
thought he was going to give himself 
away so that the folks in England 
who knew him could find out what 
a pretty plight he was in they were 
mistaken. He was not going to answer 
the question, even if he had to go to 
jail for not doing so. Witness thought 
Dr. Parsons had too much to do. He 
(the doctor) was so busy one day that 
he did.not leave to eat but ate with 
the patients. 

G. H. Holmes, being recalled, testi- 
fied that a nurse named Jones was 
rough in his treatment of patients 
when apparently under the influence of 
liquor, Witness knew of a half-foohsh 
girl named Mary, at the hospital with 
whom he saw Jones and Nelson and 
also a man whom he thought was 
named Searles, taking undue liberties. 
She did not appear to think there was 
anything improper about treat- 
ment. Witness once saw an old In- 
dian patient lying on the floor with 
his feet tied to a bed-post. He once 
heard the girl, Mary, on the veranda 
as late as 2 o’clock in the morning. He 
at the same time, heard other voices, 
but could not say whose they were. 
The familiarities with the girl were 
usually taken when there was quite 
@ crowd on the yeranda waiting to 
enter the dining-room. Some one would 
grab her and the others would applaud 
by clapping their hands and by other 
demonstrations. 

After concluding Holmes’s testimony 
a recess was taker till 1:30 o'clock. 


AFTERNOON SESSION, 


Upon reassembling, Dr. W. H. Duke- 
man was sworn. He testified that he 
was the family physician of Mr. Cor- 
telyou. The girl named Grace Lunt 
was examined by him, and he found 
her to be in the first stages of diph- 
theria. He understood that Mr. Cor- 
telyou afterward made arrangements 
for taking her to the County Hospital. 
About ten days later he was called to 
attend Mr. Cortelyou’s family and Mrs. 
Cortelyou, and three of the children 
were taken sick with the disease. The 
length of time between exposure to the 
disease and coming down with it was 
varied. It might be but a few hours, 
and it might be as long as fourteen 
days. In regard to the child, which 
was away and came home shortly be- 
fore coming down with diphtheria, he 
investigated’ to find if the child had 
been exposed to the disease, and could 
not find where it had been. 


Upon cross-examination, witness said 


it might be possible the disease was 
communicated from the Lunt girl to 
the children before the former was 
taken to the hospital. Witness was of 
the opinion that diphtheria was a con- 
stitutional as well aS-a local disease— 
that is, the germs of it might be con- 
tained 'n the bodily secretions. 

In the case of the Cortelyou children, 
it was the opinion of witness that the 
disease might have been communicated 
before, or it might have been after the 
girl was in the hospital. 


Charles H. Brown, a jeweler, swore 


that he had visited the hos- 
pital nearly every Sunday for 
u long time. In observing the condition 
of the hospital, as to cleanliness, wit- 
ness had noticed that it had of late 
been more cleanly than formerly. The 
kitchen was not as clean as it should 
be. Witness had noticed that when he 
went to the kitchen to get. dishes, the 
attendant would always — them 


before giving theny Med him, 


think Dr. Parsons had used proper 
condyct: toward patients, at least in 
some cases. Once when he was in 
the surgical ward, a. man, who was 
stated to have been run over by a car, 
was brought in. The man was crying, 
and taking on considerably. Dr. Par- 
sons said: ‘What in h——are you cery- 
ing for?” Witness had on one occa- 
Sion told Dr. Parsons not to insult 
his (Brown's) wife again, as he had 
done, or he would thrash him. 

Cross-examined, witness stated that, 
so far as his wife had told him, she 
went to Dr. Parsons, and spoke to him 
in reference to the treatment a certain 
patient was receiving. Dr. Parsons 
told her she had no business to make 
such complaints. He also remarked to 
her that, ‘You ladies have already lied 
enough about this institution.’ 
ness or his wife were neither of them 
connected with the organization known 
as the King’s Daughters. They did 
not visit the institution as representa- 
tives of any organization, but es i- 
vate citizens, to do such good in 
small way as they could. Witness b 
lieved the trouble with the managé- 
ment at the hospital was that there 
were not nurses enough, and that Dr. 
Hagan, at least, he had so stated to the 
witness, was called away so riuch to 
attend charity patients that he ought 
to have better medical assistance at 
the place. The management under 
Dr. Hagan had impressed the witness 
as being too much cheaper than under 
Dr. Brainard. 

Miss C. Rickey, being called, testi- 
fied that she was a nurse for some 
time under Dr. Hagan. She had charge 
of four wards. Dr. Hagan did nat call 
often at those wards. Her ‘mpression, 
from what little she saw of him, was 
that he was gruff in his manner. Wit- 
ness knew of one case“where a child 
whose head was infested with vermin 
bed without first being 

ere was no 
of hot water. re 

On _cross-examination, witness stated 
she did not know of her own personal 
knowledge that the child was not 
bathed before being put in bed. She 
could not swé@ar that there had not 
been an application previously put’ on 
the child’s head to kill the vermin. 
She was in the hospital for only about 
a month under Dr. Hagan. The bed- 
ding in which the girl with vermin 
slept had to be washed the morning 
after she slept in it. Witness was dis- 
charged from the institution... 

O. E. Grubb, who keeps a lodging- 
house at No. 227 East First street, tes- 
tified that he was at the hospital on a 
certain occasion, when he saw a man 
named Wilson, whose shoulder was 
stated to have been dislocated, and 
whose arm w in a sling, who had 
been brought ‘to the hospital by the 
witness. When the bandage or sling 
was removed, Dr. Hagadorn lifted the 
man’s arm toward his head so violently 
that he cried out from pain. Witness 
could not state positively that the 
man’s shoulder was dislocated. He only 
knew from what was told him. 

John Berklein testified that once after 
leaving the County Hospital where he 
had been as an inmate, he was a few 
days afterward taken again to the hos- 
pital. He was there for four or five 
days without medical treatment. 

Cross-examined, witness admitted he 
was told when he entered that hig 
trouble was with his heart, and that 
the proper thing to de was to keep 
quiet and not get excited. The only 
medicine that would help him would be 
a tonic, 

Jean Charles, who was yet, and had 
been for some time, an inmate of the 
institution, testified that he was eating 
at what was known as the ‘“hobo”’ 
table.

Cross-examined, witness stated that 
he had known a nurse named Tom Car~ 
rol to be under the influence of liquor. 
He had, however, not seen Carfol un- 
der such influence since he was once 
for a time discharged for drunkenness. 
Witness admitted that Mrs. Landt had 
got him to sign a statement about his 
treatment at the hospital. 

At this stage of the investigation, 
Dist.-Atty. Dillon announced that the 
prosecution was ready to rest, with the 
exception of the testimony of three or 
four witnesses who were, on account 
of sickness, unable to come before the 
board. 

Further hearing on the case was con- 
tinued till 10 o'clock this morning, and 
the attorneys for both sides, in com- 
pany with an official reporter, pro- 
ceeded to the hospital to take the de- 
positions of two of the inmates. These 
depositions will be presented this morn- 
ing, and it is expected the rema.ning 
witnesses will be heard this morning, so 
that the defense will be able to com- 
mence the introduction of its testi- 
mony this afternoon.

Supreme Court Opinions 
are Received. - 


Another Suit Growing Out of the 
City Bank Failure. 


Why Mrs. Danielson Wants Her 
Property Restored. 7 


Turner Convicted of Assault With a Deadly 
Weapon—Probate Business Before 
Judge Clark—Court 
Notes, 


Five Supreme Court opinions were re- 
ceived from headquarters by Deputy 
Clerk Sesnon yesterday for filing in 
this .city. Among the number were 
those in the cases of County Treasurer 
Fleming, sustaining him in his position, 
and J. B. Lankershim, holding that he 
was liable on the bond of ex-County 
Treasurer Broaded, both of which were 

rinted in the telegraphic columns of 

he Times Wednesday morning. .The 
other cases decided were as follows: 

J. T. Ritchie (respondent) vs. J. G. 
McMichael (appellant.) Action to re- 
cover money paid to defendant on ac- 
count of @ fraudulent land deal. In 
April, 1888, defendant and one Buell 
owned a tract of land in this county, 
and the former, while on a visit to 
Louisville, Ky., where plaintiff, with 
whom he had been on friendly terms 
for many years, resided, represented to 
plaintiff and a friend named Curtice, 
that Buell would sell his interest for 
$2750, but that the land was much more 
valuable, and was a good investment. 
Relying .upon his representations, 
plaintiff and Curtice authorized defend- 
ant to make the purchase at the low- 
est price Buell would sell. Defendant 
thereupon returned to California, and 
soon afterward wrote to the effect that 
Buell would not accept their terms, and 
that, therefore, he had had the contract 
made directly to himself, and they 
might have the benefit of the terms 
agreed upon from him. Accordingly 
plaintiff sent him a draft for the first 
payment, and when the second became 
due notified defendant of his readiness 
to pay it, but defendant repudiated 
the contract. Judgment and order de- 
nying a new trial affirmed. 

John A. Patchett et al. (respondent) 
vs. Pacific Coast Railway Company 
{appellant.) Action to quiet title to a 
tract of land in Luis Obispo 
county. Judgment reversed, and cause 
remanded, with directions to enter 
judgment upon the findings in favor of 
the defendant corporation. 

W. R. Porter et al. (appellants) vs. 
Arrowhead Reservoir Company (re- 
Spondent.) Action of quantum meruit 
to recover $4207.04 for labor performed 
in the building of a wagon road, Judg- 
ment and order reversed and cause re- 
manded. 

SUIT TO RECOVER PROPERTY. 

The trial of the case of Mrs. Karen A. 
Danielson vs. George P. Yoakum, 
which has occupied the attention of 
Judge McKinley and a jury in Depart- 
ment Six for five days, was concluded, 
s0 far as the taking of testimony is 
concerned, yesterday afternoon, and 
after part of the argument had been 
heard, went over until this morning, 
when it will be submitted to the jury 
upon special issues. 

This is an action brought by plain- 
tiff to recover possession of lot 23, of 
the Park Villa tract, and a quantity of 
household furniture which she con- 
veyed and transferred to defendant on 
November 4, 1892. She alleged that she 
is a widow, and that defendant took 
advantage of her ignoranee of busi- 
ness, and induced her to accept thirty- 
six shares of the capital stock of the 
City Bank in lieu of the $3600 cash he 
agreed to pay for the. property, al- 
though he was then aware that said 
City Bank was itsolvent, and that 
said shares were worthless. 

The defendant, on the other hand, 
denied that he induced her to make the 
trade, and averred that he told her that 
he knew nothing of the management or 
conduct of the bank, nor the market 
value of the shares, and that, acting 
upon his advice, she consulted all her 
friends before the exchange was made.

was convicted. 

In the Probate Court yesterday morn- 
ing Judge Clark appointed James Lar- 
quer administrator of the estate of J. 
Dombledes, deceased, with bond in the 
sum of $1200; and in the matter of the 
estate of Elhannon Gay, Esq.,_ dis- 
charged the administrator, Arthur C. 
Harper.

‘ORANGE-GROWERS. 


Organization of the Tustin 
Association Completed. 


By-laws Adopted and a Form of Contract‘ 
Agreed Upon—The First Election 
to Be Held Wednes- 
day. 


The orange-growers of Orange county 
were never so thoroughly aroused be- 
fore as they are at the present time 
over the marketing of their fruit. 
Smarting under the experiences of the 
past several years in giving their crops 
over to the middle-men, they have 
joined the throng of growers all over 
Southern California in an effort to 
successfully market their own crops, 
notwithstanding the objections that 
are being made by the wealthy fruit- 
shipping companies. 

The Tustin Association met Wednes- 
day evening, in Tustin, and completed 
its organization, by adopting a full set 
of by-laws covering all details connected 
with the packing, shipping and market- 
ing of the product. After the adoption 
of the by-laws, the following form of 
contract was adopted: 

“Being desirous of having my or- 
anges handled in a manner substan- 
tially as set forth in the by-laws of the 
Tustin Fruit Association, I do for such 
purpose, hereby constitute and appoint 
the Tustin Fruit Association (a corpo- 
ration organized under the laws #f the 
State of California) my sole agent, 
and convey to said corporation my en- 
tire crop of oranges for 1893-94. I fur- 
ther agree that all expenses incurred 
by said corporation in marketing said 
fruit shall be paid out of the proceeds 
of the sale of said fruit, pro rata, 
acording to the amount furnished by 
each member of the association. And 
I ®urther agree to accept for my crop 
my pro rata share of the net proceeds 
of the sales of fruit furnished by me, 
after deducting cost of packing, sell- 
ing and other necessary expenses, No- 
thing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to interfere with bona fide 
sale of orchard property.”’ 

The association will meet next Wed- 
nesday afternoon at 2 o'clock, at Fair- 
banks & Wright's office in Tustin, to 
hold its first annual election, to select 
a board of directors to take charge of 
the business for the coming year.

SELLS HIS STOCK 


A Bitter Business Quarrel 
Adjusted. 


The Affairs of Whittier, Fuller 
& Co, Settled. 


The Senior Member Retires from 
the Firm. 


Young Fuller Secures Entire Control—The 
Eider Man Does Not Intend to 
Again Enter Mercan- 
tile Life. 


The affairs of the great firm of Whit- 
teir, Fuller & Co., have been adjusted 
without recourse to the courts. W. F. 
Whittier has sold his stock to William 
P. Fuller, who thus secures entire con- 
trol of the business, and the senior 
partner will not again enter mercan- 
tile life. The details are given in the 
San Francisco Chronicle, of W ednes- 
day, as follows: 

“The long-standing business quar- 
rel between W. F. Whittier and Wil- 
liam P. Fuller has been settled. Whit- 
tier retires from the firm, and will no 
longer figure as a merchant of this 
city. After thirty-seven years of con- 
tinuous prominence as a business man, 
he leaves the field. His partner, W il- 
liam P. Fuller, will buy all he owns 
in the business in which they have 
both been interested. and will conduct 
the concern under the firm name of 
William P. Fuller & Co. 

“The announcement of this settle- 
ment of a bitter and stubborn fight 
which has contiued in and out of the 
courts for years, will startle the busi- 
ness community. Whittier and Fuller, 
though occupying the same offices, at- 
tending to the same affairs, and shar- 
ing the same business vicissitudes, 
have been bitter enemies, each avoid- 
ing the other and refusing to exchange 
even the courtesies of acquaintances. 

“It is not so long ago that the whole 
State was interested, in the fight be- 
tween them. Crimination and recrimin- 
ation between the partners was the 
order of the day. Fuller charged his 
elder associate with all sorts of busi- 
ness tricks, which he claimed went 60 
far as an attempt to ruin his charac- 
ter through the agency of a woman. 
Private detectives were Kept busy, 
and the public had as much as they 
could derire of a disagreeable scandal. 

“It will be remembered that the 
whole affair had its origin in the death 
of William P. Fuller, Sr., the father 
of the present owner of the business 
house. With his death there began an 
apparently interminable tangle. Before 
his eState was settled up Whittier 
made an attempt to secure entire con- 
trol of the firm, by forcing his young 
partner, the son of the elder Fuller, 
eut of the business, upon conditions 
which the young man and his mother 
eonsidered decidedly to their disad- 
vantage. Mrs. Fuller had sold all her 
interest in the concern to her 
son, and by: that sale his share repre- 
sented about $1,400,000. 

“Whittier claimed, that as surviving 
partner of the concern, he had the 
right, according to the articles of co- 
partnership, to buy out the interest of 
his deceased partner. He,therefore, pro- 
posed -an appraisement, in which little 
or no value was attached by him to the 
good-will of the firm. 

“Mrs. Fuller refused to accept the 
propositions made. She would not ac- 
cept the proposed terms, and appealed 
to the courts. The case came before 
Judger Coffey. Everybody expected it 
to be little more than a dry business 
quarrel, as uninteresting as a column 
of figures or a quotation on the mar- 
ket price of red paint. They were mis- 
taken. The quarrel had hardly begun be- 
fore there was a woman in it. She 
made it interesting—for whom it was 
never definitely settled. Young Fuller 
se@med to have the worst of it at the 
outset, but when it was ended people 
were not quite so sure that it was 
not Whittier. There was a nasty scan- 
dal, the besmirching of more than one 
reputation and some fees to accom- 
modating private ‘detectives.’ Fuller 
said hard things about Whittier, who 
accepted the opportunity to give a rat- 


tling exchange. Then both changed 
their desks in their down-town of- 
fice so that they could not see each 


other oftener than necessary, and set- 
wal down to the legal aspect of the 

“When the matter was heard in 
court Mrs. Fuller's plea was sustained 
and her son was established in the 
firm as a partner, possessing all his 
father’s interest. Affairs in the firm 
were anything but pleasant. Whittier 
and Fuller did not speak, but the pub- 
lic was not suppused to know that. 

“A few days ago the quarrel, which 
as a matter of course, had not been 
Settled, assumed public interest. This 
time Fuller took the aggressive, secur- 
ing in his own name a new lease on the 
Pine-street premises, which wil! expire 
on January 1. Whittier had apparently 
been outwitted, but proceed at once to 
vpen a new store on First street. The 
workmen were busy on it until vester- 
day, when they were ordered to stop. 

“AN agreement had been under dis- 
cuss.con for several days, and had as- 
Sumed such shape that it was prac- 
tically settled. Last night at a meet- 
ing betwe=n the two partners and their 
attorneys, a settlement was definitely 
made. By it Fuller will buy Whittier’s 
interest..in the concern, and Whittier 
will retire from business. 

“Whittier says that he needs rest. 
He has been in active business for 
thirty-seven vears in this city, has-ac- 
cumulated a large fortune, and wants 
to enjoy it now. That, he claims, is 
his only reason for giving way to his 
young partner. A few days agé he 
Wanted war. but now he wants peace 
Then he decided to open a new @:®ab- 
lishment and make himself anything 
but a weak competitor to Fuller. Now 
he has agreed to go out of business al- 
together. 

“What the terms of the settlement 
are other than the value of Whittier’s 
Stock, neither of the principals will say. 
The arrangement is satisfactory to 
both of them, and they refuse to make 
ame the exact figures. 

“It is Interesting to know t 
final settlement Fuller 
tures for peace. He proposed the set- 
tlement practically as it has been made 
and for several days both sides and 
their attorneys have been busy upon 
it. After January 1, when the settle- 
ment goes into effect, the old firm will 
be known as William P. Fuller & Co 
Whittier will endeavor to dispose of 
the lease he has secured on the First- 
street property. 


“This ends one of the biggest and | 


most bitter business quarrels ey 
fought in this city. It has ended as 
oy! expected it would. 

“it is said that in the settleme 
Whittier was practically master rte 
Situation. Fuller knew the character 
of the competition his partner would 
create, and did not care particularly to 
face it. That, it is said, was his motive 
for a compromise.”’

THE ROYAL ARTHUR. 


The British Flagship to Stop at Port Los 
Angeles. 

» private telegram received in this 
city, yesterday, conveys the informa- 
tion that the ‘flagship of the British 


Pacific squadron, fiying the pennant 
of Rear miral Henry F. Stephen- 
son, C. B., ll leave Santa Barbara 


for Port Los Angeles this morning. at 
which latter place she will remain un- 
til the following Monday. Through the 
courtesy of the admiral, the ship will 
be open to visitors on both Saturday 
and Sunday. The Royal Arthur is a 
twin-screw cruiser of the first class, 
of 7700 tons burden. Her engines are 
12,000 indicated horse-power, and she 
has thirteen guns of heavy caliber in 
her main battery and a complete equip- 
ment of torpedo tubes. The vessel was 
thoroughly overhauled before leaving 
SCngland a few months ago, and her 
entire armament is modern in every 
respect.

WILL OBEY THE LAW. 


The Chinese are Now Free to 


Register. 


A New Circular from the Six Companies—The 
Heathens Have Finally Concluded 


‘to Accept the Mevi- 
table. 
The San Francisco Chronicle of 


Wednesday says: 

“An important circular addressed to 
the Chinese residents of the United 
States is now being prepared under the 
direction of the Six Companies. The 
document will doubtless exert a more 
potent influence upon general regis- 
tration by the Mongolians than any one 
of the large number previously issued 
in relation to the vexed question. The 
Chinese have come to the conclusion 
that the only alternatives open to them 
now are registration or deportation. 
They have been so advised by their 
several attorneys, and in view of the 
impossibility of again successfully evad- 
ing the exclusion law the Six Com- 
panies. have decided to counsel an im- 
mediate compliance with the residence 
regulations. A meeting of the repre- 
sentatives from the companies was 
held at the Commercial-street head- 
quarters on last Saturday evening, and 
final action upon the matter was taken. 

“Attorney T. D. Riordan, the legal 
advisor of the Six Companies, was 
present, and, with the consent of law- 
yers in the East, he suggested the 
registration course as the only one 
open. No objections were offered to 
the plan outlined by Mr. Riordan, and 
it was there decided that a circular 
should be issued at an early date, in 
which the announcement might be 
properly made. 

“The new circular will be brief and 
will merely mention the unanimous de- 
cision of the attorneys, and request 
that all Chinese liable under the law 
shall procure registration papers. This 
purpose of the Six Companies opens 
the last chapter in the long story of the 
registration problem. over since the 
enactment of the Geary law this power- 
ful organization had been buoyed up to 
oppose it by the belief that the law 
might be declared unconstitutional in 
the Supreme Court. The hope was not 
realized, and with the passage of a new 
law and the appropriation of money 
for its enforcement, the matter has 
assumed an aspect too serious to be 
| considered indifferently. The Chinese 

will now register with the acquiescence 
of the Six Companies to support their 
action, 

“There is a hitch in the programme 
outlined for the registering of Chinese 
in this city and the district over which 
Internal Revenue Collector Wellborn 
presides. The work was to have been 
begun several days ago and the Chinese 
generally manifested a desire to finish 
the task at their earliest opportunity. 
Unfortunately there are no registration 
blanks in the possession of the Col- 
lector. The Washington authorities 
have been notified of this fact and the 
blanks are probably on the way to this 
city. Of this, however, there is noth- 
ing certain, and not even Collector 
Wellborn knows when the registration 
will really begin in earnest. 

“A few days ago the Collector wired 
to the Secretary of the Treasury a re- 
quest that the clause in the new law 
which provides that applications for 
residence papers must be forwarded to 
Washington before the certificates can 
be issued be reveked. The reason for 
this suggestion was that a great delay 
might be avoided by issuing the cer- 
tificates immediately upon application. 
Yesterday Collector Wellborn received 
a reply from the Treasury Department 
permitting him to give the papers as 
they may be called for. 

“The problem of making the great 
task of registration fit the small 
amount of the appropriation has pro- 
voked much interesting speculation 
among Federal officers and attorneys. 
Every one concedes that the work can- 
not possibly be accomplished with the 
money allowed. As an instance of the 
insufficiency of the amount, it has been 
remarked that not a single Chinese in- 
terpreter can be reasonably compen- 
sated trom the share of the appropri- 
ation set aside for this purpose. For 
the four months during which registra- 
tion will be carried on there is scarcely 
enough to pay one interpreter $50 a 
month. With a district embracing the 
entire territory from this city to the 
southern boundary of the State, Col- 
lector Wetllborn will require at least a 
dozen men acquainted with the Chinese 
language. This is but one of the nu- 
merous difficulties which confront the 
chief of the Internal Revenue Service 

“The Chinese Vice-Consul has _re- 
ceived several communications from 
Federal officers asking the sentiment 
of the local colony on the registration 
matter. Lawyer Riordan has answered 
the inquiry unofficially by a statement 
that the Chinese have agreed to follow 
the dictates of their legal friends. The 
Vice-Consul declined to give any of- 
ficial opinion and referred the question 
to the Consul-General at Washington 
Collector Wise daily expects a reply 
from that official.’’

Trouble Over Electric Lights—The Electric 
Road Franchise. 

There is likely to be trouble over 
Pomona’s are lights. The lights have 
just been put in at an expense of about 
$2000 to the electric light company, and 
hey have been burning about two 
weeks. The City Council has investi- 
Rated the matter and the committee is 
now ready to report. According to the 
investigations made the lights do not 
burn all night, as the contract calls 
for, but go out at any time from 9 
o'clock at night until 5 o’clock in the 
morning. One night at about midnight 
only one arc light was burning on Sec- 
cnd street. The contract calls for an 
all-night service every night in the 
year, and the tussle will come up when 
the bill is presented next Tuesday 
evening. The report of the inyestiga- 
tion was presented at Tuesday night's 
session and laid over till next meeting. 
The contract also requires that the 
lights shall be hung at least twenty 
five feet from the ground, but the 
Jamps are only about twenty feet in 
height, according to the report. 

The electric road franchise also came 
_ before the Council. The franchise, 
after some discussion. was granted to 
¢. G. Baldwin and his assigns for the 
rericd of fifty vears. The considera- 
tion was $1. The franchise gives per- 
mission for the running of cars along 
Geary street from Sechnd to Holt, out 
Holt to San Antonio. and thence to 
Claremont. It contains a clause re- 
quiring the company to keep the streets 
over which the line runs sprinkled for. 
the period of ten years. Although no 
action was taken in regard to the sub- 
sidy of $3000 asked for, it is understood 
that the Council will allow $300 per year 
for two vears, and will pass a resolu- 
tion asking the succeeding Covftcilmen 
to pay the same sum for eight years 
thereafter.

Search for Winston. 

PASADENA, Dec. 28.—Two weeks 
ago certain friends and relatives of 
Cc. J. Winston, the party who so mys- 
teriously disappeared while the 
mountains ten miles from here some six 
weeks ago, received information con- 
cerning the strange disappearance 
which they concluded to have investi- 
gated. After Mr. Winston left the 
camp on the morning he was last seen 
alive, he wandered about, no doubt, 
bewildered. His tracks were followed 
for upward of ten miles, and then were 
finally lost. High up in the canyon 
to the right of the point where Mr. 
, Winston was last seén is what is 
known as Switzer’s camp. Beyond 
this place is. a deserted camp, an old 
log house and a corral being all that 
is left to mark the spot. To reach 
this place one would have to go 
through the Switzer camp. At the 
latter place, at the time Mr. Winston 
was lost, were several woodchoppers. 
While searching for the lost man some 


choppers. One of the latter talked 
pretty good English, that is. he did 
when first approached. When it was 
given out that the searching party was 
looking for a man supposed to be lost 
the Mexican could not talk any more 
English. The searching party con- 
tinued on up the canyon until they 
came upon the deserted camp. Going 
into the cabin it was observed that 
some one had recently leaned over the 
old and dusty table which stood in the 
center of the only room. It was be- 
yond dispute that some one or some 
thing had brushed the dust off a por- 
tion of the table. 

Two days after the visit to the cabin 
the searching party returned down the 
trail by the Switzer camp, and upon 
reaching the latter place it was noticed 
that the wood-choppers had  disap- 
peared. 

Upon reaching Pasadena the informa- 
tion, as above stated, was reported to 
those most directly interested in the 
finding of Mr. Winston. The thought 
that some foul work had been done 
brought Lawson's} Defective Agency 
into the case, and two of.the agency’s 
operatives were sent out to investigate 
the disappearance of Mr. Winston on 
the theory that he was murdered. It 
was not known that the case was being 
investigated on this proposition. To- 
day the men returned and they report 
that murder is out of the question. 
They have followed every clew pre- 
sented, and unhesitatingly say that 
there cannot be the least’ shadow of 
suspicion cast upon the Mexican wood- 
choppers. 

Both of the detectives are firm in 
the belief that Mr. Winston’s body lies 
in one of the gorges close to the camp 
he walked away from, but they state 
that not until summer opens will the 
remains be found.

The notorious Joe Carter and his ac- 
complice Roash, and William Grimes, 
the convicted burglar, who was await- 
ing sentence from Judge Towner to 
the State’s prison, escaped from the 
Orange county jail, Thursday after- 
noon, about 4:30 o’clock. They secured 
in sume way, a small iron bar, and, 
muffling the sound with heavy blan- 
kets, battered a large hole through the 
north side of the jail, and .escaped in 
broad daylight. In less than thirty min- 
utes after they escaped, the officers 
were notified, and at once gave hot 
pursuit of the criminals, who started 
south, toward Newport. At dark they 
had not been overtaken. These are all 
noted criminals, and Carter is an ex- 
convict at Folsom. Officers in neigh- 


boring counties have been notified. 
The criminals made toward the river- 
bed, two miles distant, where 
they gave the officers’ the slip 
in the willows. The Sheriff 
and several officers are in _ hot 


pursuit on horsebaék. An examination 
of the hole made in the jail wall shows 
that assistance was rendered from the 
outside with a pick. 

FELL FROM THE ENGINE.

WANT MORE LAND 


To Make the Elysian Park Boun- 
daries Regular. 


Resolution tothe City Council Adopted by 
the Park Commissioners—Plants for 
the Midwinter Fair—Morg 
Water Service. 


The meeting of the Park Commission 
held yesterday morning was attended 
by all the members except Mayor 
Rowan, in whose absence Commissioner 
Hubbell presided. 

Frank Wiggins addressed the board, 
and asked that it supply the Southern 
California building at the World's Fair 
with plants for the decoration of the 
interior. The request was granted, and 
the matter was placed in the hands of 
Superintendent Legrand. 

The following resolution was adopted 
and ordered presented to the City 
Council: 

“Whereas, Elysian Park at the pres- 
ent time is irregular in shape, and the 
land adjoining the park is compara- 
tively worthless at the present time, 
and has but little value; and, whereas, 
the improvement of Elysian Park is 
enhancing the value of all land contig- 
uous thereto, and, whereas, it is neces- 
sary in order to fully. develop and im- 
prove Elysian Park, that lots numbers 
5. 6 and 7, block 46, lot number 8, block 
42, and lots number 2, 3 and 4, block 45, 
of Hancock’s survey, should be added 
thereto; now, therefore, 

“Resolved, that the Council of the 
city of Los Angeles be requested to 
take the necessary steps to have said 
lots condemned, and such other pro- 
ceedings, that said lots be added to 
Elysian Park as a part thereof. 

“Note: The Park Commissioners be- 
ing desirous of inferming the Council 
that the present road known as the 
Burro trail, passes lot number 8, block 
42, Hancock's survey, and is the only 
accessible way of getting through this 
park; would further state that the 
Park Commissioners have communi- 
cated with the owners of the lots above 
described, and find it impossible and 
impracticable to procure said lots at 
the prices asked tor the same.” 

The payroll for December, amounting 
to $2558, together with the other 
demands, were approved as presented. 

A report from the City Engineer in re- 
gard to the filling for a dam at Hollen- 
beck Park, was approved. The plans 
and specifications for the same were 
adopted and the work was ordered done. 

Secretary Howard reported that he 
had communicated with the City Water 
Company in regard to making water 
connections between Elysian Park and 
the city’s mains. The action of the 
secretary was approved, after which the 
meeting adjourned.
